New Yorker Acquires the Celebrated 
Marie Antoinette Collection.

LONDON, Tuesday, June 13,—J. Pier- 
pont Morgan has become the possessor 
of Lord Ronald Gower's celebrated col- 
lection of Marie Antoinette _ relics, 


which, according to The Times, are so’ 
Jnumerous that only a full catalogue 


could do them justice. 

Among. the relics is the beautifully 
decorated fan which was the only piece 
of persénal property left to the young 
Austrian’ Archduchess when she en- 
tered Frénch territory ‘to become mar- 
ried. At the frontief she exchanged 
her own apparel for the French eloth- 
ing provided for her, but retained the 
fan. 

Another relic is the alabaster bust 
of Marie Antoinette, which was one 
of the few things the Empress Eugénie 
took with her when she fled from the 
Tuilerics and which Eugénie afterward 
gave to Lord Ronald. The (gift was 
marked by a peculiar incident. The ex- 


Empress accidentally knocked the bust. 


off a table. It fell’to the floor and the 
head was broken off as if severed by a 
knife.

In their report Messrs. Osborn and Van 
Kennen declared that the irregularities 
referred to were known to Wardens Frost 
and Cole and to Cornelius V. Collins, who

MRS. MELLON OUSTED; 
CHILDREN TAKEN, TOO 


Forcibly Ejected from Her Home 
and Husband Seizes Her 
Wedding Presents. 


CO-RESPONDENT SEEKS TRIAL 


Capt. Curphey Comes from England 
to Pittsburg to Demand That 
Jury Hear the Evidence.

PITTSBURG, June 12.—Mrs. A. W. Mel- 
lon’s two little children were removed to- 
day from their home to the home of Rich- 
ard Quay in Sewickly by order of the court 
on pétition of her nusband. Mrs. Mellon 
herself was forcibly ejected, and a Mrs. 
Crawford, who has ‘been her friend in her 
trouble, was dragged off the porch by @ 
nexto deputy. Mra Mellon is living. to- 
night ‘with friends; Mrs, Mellon’s wed- 
ding presents from her husband, her bed, 
linens, and other effects were also carted 
away. ' 

This turn ih domestic unpleasantness 
occurred on the heels of the arriv al from 
England of George Albert Curphey, @ 
Captain in the British Army, who has 
been named as Co-respondent in the di- 
vorce suit brought by Mr. Mellon. 

Capt. Curphey came here with Capt. Ww. 
T. Kirkbride, also an officer In the Eng- 
lish Army, to demand an apology from 
Mr. Mellon. He is here to court trial by 
jury as a co-Gefendant as well 48 & cO~ 
respondent in the case, and his lawyers 
now are planning this move to check- 
Mate Mf. Melion’s efforts to have the 
suit against his wife tried in secret. 
Capt. Curphey is being shadowed by de- 
tectives; but he says there is no danger 
of his leaving this State, into whose jur- 
isdiction he has placed himself purposely 
td defend the chatges against him. 

The removal of the Mellon children to- 
day was ordered by Judge J..J. Miller of 
the Orphans’ Court, and is a victory for 
the husband, who is a wealthy banker. 
In the proceedings involving the care of 
the children Mrs. Mellon’s interests were 
in the hands of Judge James Gay Gor- 
don of Philadelphia. 

New action is pending, and in a few 
days 4-move- will probably be made by 
counsel for Mrs. Mellon. Om Wednesday 
Capt, Curphey must appear in the offices 
of Mr. Melion’s lawyers to give a depo- 
sition, Twenty-four hours after he had 
arrived in Pittsburg the British Army 
officer was served with a subpoena issued 
by the court. He made no protest and is 
willing to give the required deposition. 
In short the Captain seems anxious to be 
put on the defensive:to the greatest possi- 
ble extent, but-there probably will be a 
legal fight to have his case disassociated 
from that of Mrs. Mellon so as to defeat 
the trial of her case by jury.

Jones Finances Electric Fuse 
Company. in New York and 
Chicago Without Capital. 


CONFESSES TO CREDITORS

Admits Loss of $100,000—Michigan

CHICAGO, June -12.—Frank C. Jones, 
President of the American Blectric Puse 
Company of Muskegon, Mich., coming to 
thig city a short time ago fren a smah 
country town, with no capital, has suc- 
céeded in playing fast and loose witn 
some of the large fimanictat institutions of 
Chicago, with the result that they are 
busily engaged to-night In figuring up 
their losses. 

Jones is credited with having rolled up 
an indebtedness of $500,000. The opera- 
tions of Jones have caused a loss of from 
$75,000 to $100,000 to the Mercantile Credit 
Company of Chicago, according to its 
President, Arthur R. Jones, who is no 
relative of Frank C. Jones, 

‘We have, been the victim of a 
promoter,’ sai@.Afthur Jones to-night. 
“ Nevefetheless our Directors held «4 
méeting this afternoon and decided to 
stand the loss. We have assessed our- 
selves in the sum of $100, which will 
more than meet all the claims made 
against us. 

“The whole story, much as it may seem 
to. be to our discredit, seems to be as 
follows: Frank C. Jones came to us 
with a proposition to handle the Ameri- 
can Electric Fuse Company of Muskegon, 
It looked to us like a good business prop- 
osition and we took hela of it. After 
spending many thousands of dollars om 
the proposition wé have discovered that 
we were used by Jones simply as ‘ come- 
ons’ in his scheme of robbing the banks 
of the countfy. 


** Altered bills of lading figured largely 
in. the frauds,"" continued Mr. Jones. 
“Frank Jones secured control of the 
electric works at Kenosha, Wis., and 
after bonding them for $250,000 used the 
money for other purposes.

WASHINGTON, | June 12.—That the so- 
called Sugar Trust of to-day is not the 
concern of the days when H. O. Have- 
meyer conducted its affairs was declared 
this afternoon before the Hardwick sugar 
investigating committee of the House by 
Edwin F. Atkins, now head of the con- 
cern. He said that the New BEngland 
shareholders in the American Sugar Re- 
fining Company had long objected to the 
policy of Mr. Havemeyer, and since they 
obtained control early in 1908 there had 
been a complete change of management 
and policy. Holdings in many concerns 
that were purchased in the old days have 
been sold, and so far as the beet sugar 
industry is concerned the company holds 
only a minority interest in some concerns, 
which it in no respect’controls. It refined 
only. 42 per cent. of the consumption in‘ 
the country in 1910, as against 67 per 
cent. in 1887, , : 

He said the original merger of refinerie 
in 1887 was made because these concerns 
were running under heavy expense and in 
some instances were losing and the com- 
bination would reduce expenses. He 
would not say that there was any in- 
tention to prevent competition. 

The committee made an important rul- 
ing in the course of Mr. Atkins’s testi- 
mony. When he was asked: about the 
purchase of the Pennsylvania refinery 
there was objection ause this line ox 
inquiry would enter ‘upon the ground 
covered by cri cases against 
former and present officers of the Amer- 
ican Sugar Refining Company. The com- 
mittee Wecided that it must cover the 
whole ground. Mr. Atkins, however, 
threw no light on this matter, saying 
that H. O. Havemeyer conducted the 
transaction. , 

Declares Refineries Were Losing. 


The committee first has taken up the 
American Sugar Refining Company to 
determine whether the corporation is 
operating in violation of the anti-trust or 
inter-State commerce law. Jamés M. Beck, 
formerly Assistant Attorney General, ap- 
peared to-day as counsel for the concern. 

Mr. Atkins was questioned on the his- 
tory of the company. He said that the

He submitted a statement to show that 
during 1910 the company manufactured 
slighfly more than 42 per cent. of the 
totaY consumption of sugar in the United 
States, while the beet sugar companies 
manufactured 14 per cent. Of the twen- 
ty-one cane sugar refineries in the 
United States the refining company owns 
seven directly or through subsidiary com- 
panies, and has a stock interest—less than 
@ majority—in four. Of the sixty-eight 
factories which produce beet sugar the 
American Company is interested, through 
stock ownership, in thirty-three. 

“While in 1900," the statement said, 
“the American refined about 67.3 per 
cent. of the sugar consumed in the 
United States; in 1909 only 43.14 per 
cent.; in 1910, 42.14 per cent.” 

The statement referred to the Govern- 
ment litigation against the company. 

In the bill brought by the Government 
to dissolve the company,” it read, “‘ no 
act of any officer of the company since 
Jan, 1, 1908, is even alleged as being in 
restraint of trade. Many of the aver- 
ments in the Government's bill are either 
inaccurate or have reference to transac- 
tions ended prior to Jan. 1, 1908, or ad- 
judged as lawful in the proceeding 
brought in 1892 by the Government against 
this company, in which the United States 
Supreme Court sustained the legality of 
the company as then constituted. 

Since this decision of the Supreme 
Court the company has, in expanding: the 
production of sugar and promoting com- 
merce therein, acquired stocks in various 
beet sugur ccmpanies. The company has 
a reasonable confidence that the validity 
of these holdings will be sustained as an 
expansion rather than in restriction of 
trade. These holdings, however, have been 
steadily reduced in the last three years 
by sales from time to time, and with two 
unimportant exceptions the company has 
only a minority interest in any of the 
beet sugar companies to Which reference 
is made. All of these beet sugar com- 
panies have independent toards of di- 
rectors and are in no respect controlled 
by the American Sugar Refining Com-

The statement sets forth that the stock- 
holders of the American Sugar Company 
include executors, guardians, churches, 
Christian organizations, vaftss, mortgage 
and investment companies, orphan asy- 
lums, hospitals and others. 


WICKERSHAM KEEPS SECRETS. 


Refuses to Tell the House About 
Tobacco Trust Affairs. 


WASHINGTON, June 12.—Following the 
refusal of Attorney Gereral Wickersham 
to-day to furnish the House information 
as to whether criminal actions are being 
prepared against officials of the Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company, Representative 
Byrns of Tennessee introduced a concur- 


rent resolution directing Mr. Wickersham 
to proceed at once against these officers 
under the criminal section of the anti- 
trust lav-s.

TRUST CURTAILED LUMBER. 


R.\A. Long Says it Was a Business 
Measure to Avoid Loss. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 12.—Curtaii- 
ment of lumber production by the South- 
ern Lumber Manufacturers’ Association 
was not a scheme-to control prices, but 
a business measure to avoid loss by depre- 
ciation, according to the testimony of- 
fered to-day by ex-President R. A. Long 
of the Association, at a hearing of the 
Missouri ouster sult against the alleged 
lumber trust. 

“There were many reasons for curtail- 
ing the production in 1904," Mr, Lo 
said, “especially of yellow pine whi 
our companies produce. It meant the pil- 
ing up of lumber that we could not sell 
and putting into it the cost of labor, which: 
was about $7 to 85 a thousand feet. 

“Yellow pine timber depreciates rap- 
idly when it remains in piles for a long 
time. Good business demands that yel- 
low pine lumbér be not produced faster 
than it can be marketed. ‘ 

“The sending of price lists to different 
dealers ‘s the natural outcome of d 
business. The price lists are only retom- 
mendations to the dealers. Our compan 
uses the price lists only as a guide in of- 
fering lumber for the market. There are 
no penalties for not following the recom- 
mendations of the price list.’

WASHINGTON, June ‘12.—An’ attack 
upon the protective tariff system by an 
American manufacturer who has studied 
labor and manufacturing statistics in 
many countries of the world. held the 
ciose attention of the House of Repre- 
sentatives for two hours to-day. 

Representative William C, Redfield of 
Brooklyn, a new Democratic member, a 
manufacturer of machinery and long con- 


‘| nected with export trade, declared to the 


House that American manufacturers were 
abandoning the protective principle as un- 
necessary, as they developed scientific 
management, which is now carried out 
in the more advanced American fac- 
tories, 

“The protective tariff has simply en- 
abled the American manufacturers to sell 
at such high prices that they have. not 
studied their own conditions closely,” said 
Mr. Redfield: “They have relied on 
Government support rather than upon 
close business management. Its effect 
has been to stimulate the development of 
Plants until they are now so large that 
products must be sold abroad. In this 
condition -the manufacturers no longer 
want to pay the high prices necessary for 
material under a protective tariff.’ 

Mr. Redfield declared that instead of 
foreign labor being cheaper, American la- 
bor was really the cheapest in the world; 
that no labor produced as much product 
in proportion ¢9 wages received as Amer- 
ican. 

He attacked the Republican principle 
of a tariff “equal to the difference in 
cost at hdme and abroad,” saying it was 
impossible to determine this difference. 
He declared the American tariff board 
was “worthless unless empowered to 
call for the cost. sheets of the factories 
engageé in the line of manufacture it is 
studying,” adding that often the Amer- 
ican cost of-production was lower. 

Republican opposition to the wool tariff 
bill was voiced by Representative Mon- 
dell of Wyoming. He said the reduction 
of the raw wool duty actually amounted 
to the abolition of three-fourths of the 
protection now given the sheep raisers of 
the country. , 

‘“‘As the Democrats have virtually de- 
eclared for free wool,” he said, “‘ this bill 
is to all intents and purposes a free wool 
bill, so far as the anpep raising business 
of America is concerned.” 

He declared that William J. Bryan had 
actually controlled the recent Demo- 
cratic caucus, as his influence forced it 
tu the acknowledgment that the 20 per 
cent. duty left on raw wool did not rep- 


resent the true Democratic doctrine of 
tariff revision.

Hill, one of the Vice Presi- 
dents of the American Tobacco Company, 
and Henry Bendheim, Vice President of 
the Metropolitan Tobacco Company, The 
complaint states that the Simons, who 
did business as M. Simon & Sons, up to 
May 1 of this year did a-prosperous busi- 
ness as tobacco brokers from the _ 
1886 until they were forced to retire from 
business as a résult of practices of these 
competitors which were in violation of the 
Sherman law. Until the year 1898, the 
complaint states, the firm did a large 
and prosperous business. Théit, according 
to what Mr. Rawak said ht pel the 
defendants began to make busifiess head- 
way difficult for the plaintiffs. 

“A favorite means to stifle competition 
which the trust adopted,” Mr. Rawak 
said, ‘was to sell to retailers cheaper 
than they did to some jobbers. among the 
latter being my clients. I ao not say that 
the Metropolitan Tobacco Company was 
a part of the so-called Tobacco Trust, but 
we do gay that the Metropolitan Company 
had the extlusive privilege for a time of 
selling the products of the American To- 
bacco Gomnpeny in the City of New York.”’ 

Article .289 in the complaint reads as 
follows: 

“That during the year 1898 the de- 
fendant, Adolph M. Bendheim and others 
trading as Bendheim Brothers & Co., 
which for many years prior thereto had 
been a partnership engaged in the business 
of selling and jobbing cigarettes and 
manufactured tobacco products, entered 
into an agreement, arrangement, and con- 
spiracy with the defendant, American To- 
bacco Company, by which they sold their 
products to retailers at prices below the 
cost to the ordinary jobber and dealer in 
the City of New York and elsewhere, 
granted confidentia] commissions and re- 
bates, and by divers and other unfair 
means sold and distributed their products 
for the purpose of driving out and de- 
stroying competitors and with the effect 
of destroying competition which existed 
in the City of New York and elsewhere 
among jobbers and wholesalers in manu- 
factured products.’’ 

The complaint then goeg on to state that 
in order “to further effectuate the de- 
sign of the said American Tobacco Com- 
pany” Adolph Bendheim and others 
entered into an agreement to form under 
the laws of New York a_ corporation 
known as the Metropolitan Tobacco Com- 
pany, which corporation, it is alleged, ac- 
quired many competing and opposing in- 
terests. The complaint then states: 

“Since the time of the organization of 
the said Metropolitan Tobacco Company 


the said corporation has been used by the | 


defendant American Tobacco Company as 
an agency through which it further se- 
cured the control and monopoly of trade 
and commerce in tobacco throughout the 
United States by controlling the sale and 
distribution of tobacco products within 
the City of New York and elsewhere.’’’ 

The complaint further states that the 
Gefendants next entered into an agree- 
ment not to sell any of their. products to 
any person,.firm, or corporation nag = 
in the jobbing business in: New York City, 
Jersey City, Newark, except the Metro- 
politan Fobaece Company or its constitu- 
ent concerns. The result was, it is com- 
plained, the American Tobacco Company 
refused to sell the Simons any of their 

roducts and that this refusal continued 

rom 1902 until January, 1909. 

As a result of all this the Simons allege 
that they ‘‘ were unable to earn or receive 
such and reasonable profit or any 

rofit whatever and were compelled to 
Racostinue and to abandon the business 
established by them as aforesaid,”’ 

“That by reason of the aforementioned 
acts,” the complaint concludes, Ph od «i 
ments, conspiracies, monopolies, and at- 
tempts to monopolize, plaintiffs have been 
damaged in the sums of $500,000, and to 
recover threefold damages under the pro- 
visions of an act of Congress entitled 
‘Ap act to protect trade and gommerce 
from unlawful restraints and monopo- 
lies,’ approved July 2, 1890, this action is 
brought.”’

DIANA ROBERTS KILLED. 


Marshall O. Roberts’s Daughter Has 
Fatal Accident in Elevator. 


LONDON, June 12.—The little daugh- 
ter of Marshall O. Roberts, the latter the 
son of the late Marshall Owen Roberts 
of New York, was killed in an elevator 
accident at her father’s residence in 
Grosvenor Square to-day. 

The girl, whose name was Diana, was 
in the elevator with her nurse and baby 
sister, She was playing with her terrier, 
and somehow slipped her foot between 
the lift and the wall. Before the lift 
could be stopped the body was dragged 
down and jammed. It was half an hour 
before the wall could be knocked away 


and the body extricated. It is believed 
that death was almost instantaneous. 


Marshall O. Roberts is the son of Mrs. 
Ralph Vivian, formerly’ Mrs. Marshall 
Owen Roberts of New York. His father 
was one of the leading merchants and 
financiers of this city, and was an ar- 
dent supporter of the Union cause at the 
time of the civil war. 

After the elder Roberts’s death his 
widow went to England, taking her son 
with her. He is now thirty-two years 
old}. In 1891 Mrs. Roberts married Col. 
Ralph Vivian, at one time Colonel of the 
Scots Guards. 

In 1900 the younger Roberts caused 
some surprise by becoming a British sub- 
ject and entering the regiment which has 
stepfather had commanded. Three years 
later he married Miss Irene Helen Mur- 
ray, daugkter of Sir George Herbert 
Mutray, as Mr. Gladstone’s private

He had ‘contrib- 
uted $30,000 to the coffers of the gang 
in a-fake horse race, and it was he who 
put the Federal authorities on the trail 
of Maybray and his gang. It was Bellew 
also who assisted in running them down

The other eleven 
were held in $2,500 bail each Sor examina- 
tion to-morrow night. 

Morton's arrest was brought about part- 
ly through the Insistence of Mr. Bellew, 
but largely by what Morton probably 
would call his hard luck. In the days 
of the Maybray gang, of which Mr. Bel- 
lew accuscs him of being a member, the 
swindlere secmed, for a long while,. to 
from arrest. 
Their methods were simple. They opened 
brokerage offices in promising localities, | 
and thus became acquainted with the 
wealthy men of the town. 

Then the subject of sport was broached, 
and the suggestion of making~a little 
“easy money”’ by betting on a sure 
thing made. It.made no difference to 
the gang whether their intended victim 
preferred prize fighting, foot racing, horse 
racing, or what not. In their ranks there 
were adepts at any kind of sport. The

races would be fixed and the victim per- 
suaded to bet heavily on the horse for 
which victory was prearranged. The race 
would be run, gonerally in the West, and 


“|the victim’s horse would lead almost to 


the post. Then the jockey would fall 
off. As he did so he would smash a. bag 
filled with red ink, his opponent would 
win the race, and the victim, believing 
his jockey badly hurt, was forced to 
admit that only an accident had pre- 
vented the coup he had expected. Few 
thought that they had been swindled, 
and none tried to prove it until the 
gang came upon Bellew. 

Bellew says he had loaned nearly $500 
to an acquaintance, and instead of pay- 
ment had been met with the plea that 
the borrower cculd not pay, but would 
intro ce him to friends who were mak- 
ing easy money betting on sure things in 
horse racing. The banker was interested 
and after many preliminaries staked 
$80,000, ‘The falling jockey and the broken 
bag lgst him his money, without the 
slightest ey he on his part that he 
had been swindled until, some time Jater, 
Mrs. Bellew heard through a friend of a 
man who boasted of aving obtained 
$30,000 from Mr. Bellew. 

Gellew saw,then that he had been swin- 
died, and it needed little urging from his 
wife to Berece him to deyots his time 
to running down the swWindlers. The 
pod gyre arrests of Webruary, 19098, broke 
L me. gang and sent many meinbers to 
jail, he others scattered and the banker 
'set cut to run them down. Since then 
he has visited half a doven cities where 
he has heard wire-tapping schemes were 
being worked, but not until yesterday has 
he been successful. 

It was a story of the experiences of Mc- 
Donald that brought Bellew here, In the 
latter part of April McDonald struck up 
an acquaintanee with a.stranger in a 
ferryboat between Camden and Philadel- 
phia. Racing, and, finally wire-tapping, 
were discussed, and McDonald, h mselt 
a racing man and thoroughly acquainted 
vith the methods of fake wire YAppers 
pretended to become a prey to the induce- 
ments his acquairitance held out. Be 
eame to this city and on May 5 led sever 
detectives to a fake poolroom, where Mor- 
ton and twelve’ companions were ar- 
rested. 

Since then there have been many hear- 
lings in the cases of these men, and 
through all of them, even the examination 
| by the detectives in Headquarters, Mor- 
ton passed successfully. But Bellew's 
memory for faces was better than theirs.

CANAL TERMINALS BILL. 


RR YI eg eh s . . 
‘Mr. Gardner Defends and Explains its 

Specific: Requirements, ~ 
To the Baitor of The New York Times: 

The Canal Terminals bill was drafted 
in conformity with the recommendations 
of the Bargé Canal. Terminal Commis- 
sion, which consisted of two former State 
Engineers, two experts, and & consulting 
engineer, With the assistance of local 
business interests, this commission was 
able td recommend definite plans for ter- 
minals. At all places. except New York 
City the terminals definitely described 
have been the result. of this ideal co- 
operation of the engineers with the local 
business interests, adsisted by the city 
authorities and the city efigineers. 8 
committee which drafted the bill com- 
prised several lawyers and others who 
co-operated in the drafting of the Barge 
Canal Improvement act of 1908, and no 
like: humber of mén in this State pos- 
sess the technical knowledg@ of canal 
affairs, of canal. law, of ‘constitutional 
questions relating. to the canal, and of 
forms of legislation desirable for pro- 
moting canal commerce that these 
men do. ,

A cursory reading of thé bill will, per= 


haps, give the impression. of. inflexibility; 
but where it is inflexible it. was so in- 
tended, but it is @lastic where elasticity 
is desirable. Rigidity ig relaxed at many 
places where local conditions indicated it 
to be desirable. At the"places for which 
no descriptions are given-there was not 
sufficient date available, and details are 
left to the Canal Board. .The descriptions 
of the terminals required were imperative 
because State officials are constantly 
changing, and without fairly definite in- 
structions, determined upon by those who 
best know what is required, every two 
years would bring radical changes arbi- 
trarily introduced by new officials whese 
knowledgé of the tequirements would in 
most instances be danger y inadequate. 
The genéral character of the terminals 
described will Bive the standard to be fol- 
lowed at places; whete they are not de- 
scribd. 

At the City of New York the designa- 
tion of Ivealities is in most instances con- 
frotled by the local authorities, The sev- 
eral places at: or near/,which terminals 
are to be lécated were first designated by 
agreenmient of the local commercial bodies. 
To meet the views of the Commissioner 
of Docks elasticity was given by using 
the words “ at or near.” 

It is an error to say that the bill 
“calmly appropriates dotks belonging to 
this city.” The bill says: “Lands under 
water and uplands now belénging to the 
City of New -York shall not be taken by 
condemnation for terminal purposes, but 
by agreement.” Again, it says, the man- 
ner of acquisition of the right, title, and 
intérest of the City of New York therein 
Shall be by agreement between the Canal 
Board and the Board of Mstimate and Ape 
portionment of the City of New York, and 
not otherwise.’ The State cannot do any- 
thing toward - the construction of ter- 
minals at New York upon Jands owned 
by the city until the’ city agrees to all the 
details of location, of compensation to 
be paid to the city, of the respective rights 
of city and Sthte to income derived, and 
tates to be charged. The bill does not 
Permit the State to appropriate a single 
pier. 

Provisions of the charter present no se- 
tious obstacles to carrying out the Dill. 
It will be necessary to amend the charter 
in some respects. The charter cannot be 
amended through a provision in a refer- 
endum bill for canal terminals without 
making the referendum bill .unconstitu- 
tional. These matters will be taken up 
as they develop under the bill, and will 
be met in a way satisfactory to both city 
and State.. There will be no ifivasion of 
the rights of the city in its property, no 
diversion or reduction of the revenues, 
ard-no impairment of the security which 
is pledged for the city's bonds.

Clearing House Membership Roll. — 


_ When a member of the New York Clear- 
ing House drops out for any reason the 
number by which it was designated is not 
Yeassigned.

The 
trust companies were numbered “from 101 


{to 116, inclusive, and the total member- 


ship is now 66, so that the association's 
death roll contains an even 50 names. 
Some of these missing numbers belonged 
to institutions which have Tailed or been 
liquidated, while many more were -as- 
signed to banks which were subsequently 
merged with other Clearing House mem- 
bers.

Checks of Fifteen New New Members Go 
Through with’ ‘Those of the Banks. 


Whe. fifteen trust ,companies recently 
admitted to the Clearing House A'ssocia- 
tlon began yesterday to exchange their 

checks through that institution. Some 
little formality attended the event, Will- 
fam J, Gilpin of the Cleating- House, who 

presided, making a speech. of welcome, 
and J. G. Cannon, representing the Clear- 
ing House Committee, also -congratulat- 
ing the trust companies on coming into 
the fold. 

The addition of the fifteen. new 'mem- 
bers had little effect-on'the actual opera. 
tion ‘of clearing, except that it took ten 
minutes yesterday instead of the usual 
eight. This was about in proportion to 
the increase in the number of members. 
The only change of arrangementsmade 
by the Clearing House was to increase 
he number of desks: from sixty-eight to 

ighty, and. to arrange them in five in- 
stead of four rows. Wach bank sends its 
own clerks, two from an institution, so 
that there was no increase in the Clearing 
Homse clerical force. The clerks from 
the ‘trust companies had watched the 
operation on several occasions last week, 
and did their work without a hitch. 

There wa@, of course, no increase in 
the clearings due to the increase of 
membership, as the checks of the trust 
companies have been going through the 
Clearing House as part of the business of 


the National banks in which they have 
kept their deposits. The only effect in 
this direction was a reduction in the ex- 
changes of these banks. No statement 
of the clearings of individual banks is 
ever made public at the Clearing House, 
so that it was impossible to make a com- 
parison in this regard. 

The total clearings yesterday were 
$191,336,606, and the balances $13,185,703. 
This was below the average, a@s usual on 
Monday because there are no Stock Ex- 
mange settlements on Saturday.

Immediately following “the conviction 
of: William Jones, a ‘‘ gangster,’’ bette 
known as ‘Scotty Jones,” of murder in 
the second Gegtee, before Judge Warren 
W.. Foster, in General Sessions yester- 
day, another .““gangster,"’ named Albert 
Rooney, was put on trial charged with 
murder in the first degree. Jones is the 
second “gangster” to ‘be convicted 
within agaveek, James Billison, a member 
of the once powerful Joe Sirocca gang, 
having been convicted of manslaughter 
in the first degree before Justice Vernon 
M. Davis in the Criminal Branch of the 
Supreme Court on Friday last. 

These two convictions, largely due to 
testimony given by “ gangsters,’’ prompt- 
ed. the prediction yesterday that the 
passing of the gangs, so long character- 
istic.of New York life, was now at hand. 

Jones was put on trial last Thursday. 
According to evidence, he was @ member 
of the notorious ‘Gas House Gang,” and 
had incurred the enmity. of some of the 
other members by refusing to abide by 
the gang rules. On March 4 he entered 
Picket’s saloon, at Twenty-second Street 
and Third Avenue, accompanied by 4 
woman. Orders had been given him not 
to bring. any woman around with him 
where he might meet one of the members 
of the gang, and three of the members 
who were in the saloon at the time, Will- 
iam. Lysaght,. John Tivnan, and John 
Stephenson, called him to one side and 
asked him if he ha@ a revolver. He de- 
nied that he had one. After searching 
him, they began to argue with him about 
his violation of the rules. 

The bartender told them to go outside, 
and they did so. Here the three men set 
upon Jones, and he fell to the ground, 


drawing a reyolver which he had con- 
cealed under his arm, and firing at his 
assailants. One of the bullets struck 
Lysaght, wounding him mortally, while 
another wounded Tivnan in the shoulder. 

Jones was arrested and taken to a hos- 
pital where Lysaght lay dying to be iden- 
tified as the man who- did the shooting. 
After he had been identified he turned to 
the: nurse who was watching. the dying 
man, and said: 

“Just watch that bum suffer. He de- 
serves*it.”’ 

po seeing Tivnan, Jones laughed and 
said: 

“If I had gotten 
been better satisfied. 

While in the Tombs awaiting trial, 
Jones sent two letters to a fellow ‘‘gangs- 
ter,” whose name has been withheld, in 
which he says: 

* You know I did the shooting. Rosa 
was there and saw me when the gan 
beat me up. I am ‘only sorry that 
didn’t drop a few more of them.’ 

Another letter, in which he professés 
great love for the mysterious Rosa, con- 
tains the following paragraph: } 

‘“T am gtting along fine. There is 
nothing like a vacation to brace you up. 

It was jargely upon the words con- 
tained in these letters that he was con- 
victed, and. while on the stand yésterday 
he swore that he would kill the man who 
gave the letters to the District Attor- 
ney, if he ever got out of prison. 

He took his conviction very calmly, 
but shook his fist at several of the wit- 
nesses who had testified against him, 
when he was being led from the court- 
room. Judge Foster remanded Jones un- 
til next Friday for sentence. He was 
tried . once fore, but the jury dis- 
agreed. He can get from twenty years 
to a life sentence for the crime of which 
he was convicted: , 

Jones had no sooner left the courtroom 
than Albert Rooney was arraigned. As- 
sistant ‘District Attorneys oss . and 
O’Malley at once began the task of ex- 
amining talesmen, and in twenty minutes 
the jury box was filled and the jury 
sworn in. The case was then adjourned 
unti) to-day.

Immediately after thé Rooney trial, 
John Spanish, andther ‘ gangster,"’ who 
is under indictment for murder and rob- 
bery, will be put on trial before Judge 
Foster. Spanish is charged with having 
shot and killed a. little girl. by accident 
during a gens fight.

HELD NOW FOR JOY RIDING 


Mrs. Wyeth Hints That Purpose Is to 
Give Police a Chance to Find 
Evidence of Homicide. 


Mrs. John H, Wyeth, employer of 
Harry’ A. Scheib for six months preceding 
his arrest for. the death of his wife, Lil- 
lian A; Scheib; was a spectator in the 
Tombs Court yesterday when Scheib was 
up for a final hearing on the charge of 
murder. ‘ 

While Mrs. Wyeth was in conversation 
with her husband Magistrate, Corrigan 
reached his conclusion, which was while 
there were many suspicious circumstances 
in the case, and it was unreasonable to 
suppose that Mrs. Scheib came to her 
death from natural causes, still. there 


was lacking proof that a murder had been 
committed. ° 


As the Magistrate ordered the dase dis- 
missed Mrs. Wyeth and her, husband 
stepped forward to ask Scheib’s imme- 
diate rearrest. The charge was that on 
the night of May 18 Scheib took the 
Wyeth automobile from the garage with- 
out authority and went joy riding with a 
Birl named Annie Crause, this offense 
under the new law constituting a felony. 

In the West Side Court, after a hear- 
ing which lasted for néarly an/hour after 
sunset, and two hours longer than the 
court._usually remains in session, Scheib 
was held on this compiaint in $2,000 bail 
for a further examination this morning. 

Mrs..Wyeth remained in the police court 
throughout the long examination of wit- 
nesses, listening intently to what was 
going on. “It is too bad,” said she, “to 
think they could not get some shred of 
direet proof of murder on which to hold 
this man. i feel that the police must have 
him in their hands while they séarch 
some more.” 

On a previous occasion, when the police 
called upon the Wyeths to help them so 
that they could hold Scheib without bring- 
ing a homicide charge, they refused’ to 
figure in the case. Mrs. yéth would 
not then consent to the filing of a cmerpe 
of grand lareeny in connection with the 
disappearance of her husband’s fur coat 
from the garage where his automobile’is 
kept. But  eaiaeed Mrs. Wyeth's ideas 
had changed. 

The items in the morning’s testimony 
that most influenced Mrs, yeth to take 
Sgtice were a narration by a neighbor 
of the Scheibs that he had seen sheib 
quarreling with his wife in Seventy-eighth
